Ihe grim numbers about the 1,032 units in 
Capital Region Housing Corporation's fCRHC) 
inventory came out this week in a repoit 
about the state of the city’s tnfrastmctute. 

The housing tinils had the worst ratings 
of any infrastructure the dty osvns. 

Mark Hoosein, CRHC's chief operating of- 
ficer, said for a lot of their units it's time or 
ewn past time for major repairs to things like 
roofs, boUeiisand furnaces, which is why the 
dty report rated them so poorly. 

“A lot of their components are at or near 
or even in some cases exceeding the normal 
use of life,'' he said. 

The city closed an SCTunit social housing 


site in Londondeny last year because at needed 
major work. Hoosein said they're not look¬ 
ing at any other closures^ but they do need 
re-investment. 

“Because of the age of the infrastmcTure, 
that won’t necessartiy be the case for ever)' 
building in the next ten years," he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said a group the dtv'put 
together on the issue last year has a plan to 
redevelop sites, adding more market units 
and using that incoane to fiind the afford¬ 
able properties. 

"Ihey hasT got a game pbn. The issue is 
just thiit we need fimding and support from 
other orders ofgovemment,'* he said. 

He said the djosed Londondeny site is where 
they would like to start and then move onto 
other projects. 

“We think it can be proof of concept that 
we cim duplicate overiind oi^er again," he said. 

Ivesnn said he hopes the federal and prov- 
indal governments, who have said they want 
to invest, wdl come with dollars in their up¬ 
coming budgets. 

“ Wt are bbbying hiud going into provindal 
and federal budgets for support at minimum 
for the pUots, but also to ramp up a consider¬ 
able program of re-investment, renewal and 
construction of social housing."

Alberta Health Services' (AHS) 
decision to enforce tighter 
speed limits for EMS workers. 

The rule, which took effect 
on Friday, siiys paramedics can 
only drive a maximum of 15 
km/h over the posted speed 
limit when operating emer¬ 
gency vehicles with lights and 
sirens activated. 

Prior to the change, ambu¬ 
lance operators could drive at 
a speed of 25 per cent over the 
posted limit, while operating 
with lights and sirens. 

The thiinge means ambu¬ 
lances can only travel at a 
maximum of 115 km/h on 
Deerfoot Trail when they 
could normally travel at a 


max of 125 km/h, when it's 
safe to do so. 

In 2014. there were 583 
EhlS-relaled collisions, up 
47.6 per cent from 395 colli¬ 
sions in 2011. 

Collisions range from ambu¬ 
lance crashes to minor dents 
and scratches, AHS said, add¬ 
ing speed is one of several 
risk fhetors. 

In 2015, related collisions 
dipped to 464, though it was 
a very mild winter and more 
EMS staff were trained on a 
provincial driver training pro- 
gram, according to AHS. 

“As caretakers of patient 
and staff safety, it is our job 
to minimize risk where pos¬ 
sible,” AHS said in a state¬ 
ment. "Given the increasing 
trend in vehicle incidents, 
y\HS EMS chose to be proactive 
and find an opportunity to im¬ 
prove now, rather than wait 
to react to something even 
more serious in the future.” 

Hut it's not just an increase 
in collisions that's part of the 
AHS's decision to change the 
rule. 

In 2015, there were seven 
injuries associated with the 
464 collisions. So far this year, 
there's been one injury and

45 collisions. 

And since AHS began pro¬ 
viding EMS service in 2009, 
there have been tvim fatalities 
involving ambulance colli¬ 
sions, AHS said. 

In 2010, an EMfJ Vi^orker 
died after an ambulance col¬ 
lided near the northern com¬ 
munity of McLennan. 

In 2015, an EMS super¬ 
visor vehicle was involved 
in a head-on collision with 
another vehicle. The driver 
of the non-EMS vehicle died 
as a result. 

AHS said it started col¬ 
lecting injury data in 2015 
as part of an enhanced EMS 
fleet safety program. 

Last week, a paramedic 
slammed the nev.' driving rule, 
saying it'd affect patient re¬ 
sponse times. 

Marc Moebis, e.xecutive dir¬ 
ector of the iAlberta Paramr^d- 
ic Association, said he isn't 
aware of studies that show 
slower speeds mean for more 
patient mortalities. 

“We can save a lot of time 
by people stopping and mov¬ 
ing to the right appropriately 
— there's still a lot of people 
who don't know what to do," 
he said. 

“The procedures we can do 
are far advanced and most 
life-saving and stabilization 
procedures and treatments 
can be done in the ambulance 
or the patient's home, pre¬ 
venting that need for exces¬ 
sively high speeds."

Unlike ambulances, both fire- 
trucks and police vehicles don’t 
have rules thiit dictiite how fast 
they can go in Calgaryc 

The rule, which took effect 
on Friday, says paramedics can 
only drive a maximum of 15 
km/h over the posted speed 
limit when operating emer¬ 
gency vehicles Vsith lights and 
sirens activated. 

Prior to the change, ambu¬ 
lance operators could drive at 
a speed of 25 per cent over the

The Calgary Police Sennee 
and the Edmonton Police 
Service don't have a specific 
number for what speeds police 
vehicles can drive at, but of¬ 
ficers are expected to drive to 
an emergency^ event at a speed 
that Es safe and reasonable. 

Unlike Calgary, Edmonton 
officers mustn't exceed the 
limit by more than 50 km/h. 

As for the Calgary Fire De¬ 


partment, crews can go as fast 
as they deem necessary, iis long 
as it's safe. 

“Safety is the No. 1 factor 
our drivers tike into considera- 
tion,“ said Calgary Fire De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Citrol 
Henke. 

“I don't think that they need 
to be looking down at the 
speedometer to know wheth¬ 
er they're being safe or not 
— they know intuitively and 
through experience."

Johnny Thunder^ the founder 
of the groupn novi^ identifies as 
two-spirited^ after growing up 
confused about who he was, 

"It was challengingH 1 come 


from Big Stone Cree Nationn 
from up north, and being there 
and being who ] was didn't 
work. It wasn't accepting and 
there was bullyingK" he says. 
When he was Ifi he fled to 
Edmonton. 

It was here that Thunder 
met other gay aboriginal 
people^ who helped him fig¬ 
ure out wfro he was. 

“■\^Tiat I was taught is a twtj- 
spirited individual is some¬ 
body that could be a man, but 
they're a feminine man. They 
have the male or female traits, 
O'r two spirits within them," 
he says. 

Through research and con¬ 
versations with elders Thun¬ 
der learned more about the 
special roles that two-spirited 
people once played — they 
would join hunting parties 
to do the cooking and clean¬ 
ing, or two-spirited couples 
would adopt orphan children 
— but says pressure from less- 
tolerant colonists drove them 
underground.

Police proactive on 
stress cases: Chief

The Workers' Compensiition 
Board accepted just four ciises 
last year of Edmonton police 
officers with post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

The statistic, shared during 
an Edmonton Police Commis¬ 
sion meeting Thursday, repre¬ 
sented a red flag for city coun¬ 
cillor Scott McKee n, who said 
the numbers seemed \'ety low. 

His comment came after the 
results of a Vancouver police 
survey were shared as a co m¬ 
parison tool for El^. It revealed 
that 32 per cent of officers fall 
in the range of diagnosable 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PrSD). 

The low number of cases 
in Edmonton can be attrib¬ 
uted to EPS handling mental 
health problems as soon as 
they happen, said Edmonton 
police chief Rod Knecht. 

“It's working pretty good 
for us — we have a really good 
peer support ne twork for the 
Edmonton Police workforce. 
It's showing us as a leader 


when it comes to mental health 
issues for first line res.pond- 
ers," he said. 

He added that the difference 
in numbers with the Vancou¬ 
ver study could partially be 
explained by the foct that offi¬ 
cers were self-reporting, while 
Edmonton statistics relied on 
diagnosis, 

“There is the clinical diag¬ 
nosis of PTSD, and there are 
members exhibiting certain 
behaviours or diagnoses that 
may or may not be PTSC," 
Knecht said. 

Deputy police chief Dan¬ 
ielle Campbell said some 
PTSD cases could also have 
be en included in the long¬ 
term disability category by 
the Workers' Compensation 
Board, because the PTSD clas¬ 
sification is fairly newc

An iconic Edmonton business 
is trying to recover after fire 
swept through their north- 
side bakery Saturday night, 
gutting the building. 

The Italian Eakery on IIS 
Avenue in the Heverly neigh¬ 
bourhood was left in ruins 
by the blaze that began late 
Saturday evening. 

The geverly location hiis 
been in business since 19S5 
and also supplies the family’s 
downtown location, which 
has been operating since 
I960. 

Owner Kenato Erattin said 
he was devastated ivhen, he 
arrived early Sunday morning 
to see the bnilding in flames. 

“I just saw 30-fbot flames 
above this part of the biikery 
there," he said. 

“I was jnsE thinking wow. 
] can’t believe lam actually 
seeing this." 

Frattin said his parents 


opened the first bakery in 
1960, just four years after ar¬ 
riving in Canada, and the busi¬ 
ness has been growing along 
with their family ever since. 

“This is our family business 
— this is what we do." 

He said right now they're 
still try^ing to figure out next 
steps, t5ut said they will absc]- 
lutely be reopening as soon 
as they can. 

He said losing the Beverly 
location is particularly diffi¬ 
cult, because it supplies the 
downtown store. 

“This location is like al¬ 
most the beating heart and 
1 say that because w^e make 
all the bread from this loca¬ 
tion," he said. 

“We can't do the produc¬ 
tion in our other location, 
because we don't have the 
pans, we don't have the right 
machines and we don’t have 
the room." 

Jill McKenzie, a spokes¬ 
person for Edmonton Fire 
Rescue Ser\uces, said crews 
got the call just after 11 p.m. 
Saturday and had to call in 
additional crews.

The tumbling cost of Ciiruida's 
dollar is leading to a soaring 
cost for the city\ n&w police 
helicopter. 

In a report to the police com¬ 
mission last week, the service 
revealed the S3.5 million the 
citj^ budgeted for the chopper 
is no longer going to cover the 
costs, with the service expecled 
to ask for an additional $2,7 
million later this 
spring.

And 
a few weeks biick, the word 
on the snow-covered street 
was the military^ would be up 
to collect pieces of a satellite 
that crashed. 

The miJitaryr presence was 
no surprise because the Arc¬ 
tic Training Centre is just a 
short snowmobile ride from 
Resolute. But squadrons run¬ 
ning around the area looking 
for scrap is troubling for the 
hamlet's inhabitants, who rely 
on hunting those lands. 

Philip hlanik Sr., chairman 
of the Hunters and TYappers 
Association in Resolute, said 
hunters “not only hunt for 
themselves^ but also share 
their bounty out of necessity. 

"In our culture, if you have 
food you give it to people 
who can't hunt," Manik said. 
“■Women without husbands, 
elderly peopie, and these days 
people who are without jobs

Resolute senior administra¬ 
tive officer Angela Idlout said 
the hamlet normally has about 
35 employees but there are 
about SO students in the com¬ 
munity and a lot of the other 
people don't work.

Idlout said. 

Groceries are flown in and 
expensive. A can of beans is 


59.99 in Resolute. Many resi¬ 
dents are unemployed and can¬ 
not afford to buy at a store.

A new biiccle for Britain erupt¬ 
ed Sundny, Viuth London Mayor 
Boris Johnson sajung he Vi'ould 
join the aimpiiign to entour¬ 
age Britain to leave the Huno- 
pean Union. Ilie move posed a 
direct challenge to Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron, Vt^ho has 
launched a major push to keep 
his country Vtuthin the 2S-nii- 
tion bloc. 

The popular, raffish Johnson 
immediately becomes the most 
prominent Conser^'^ative PiLitjr 
politidim to break ranks with 
fellow Consen^ative Cameron's 
vision of the best course for Brit¬ 
ain in a June 23 referendum on 
EU membership. 

The referendum has divided 
Gimemn's Conserwitive Party — 
while most in his cabinet back 
his wish to stay^ sevrenil cabinet 
members oppose his stance and 
are campaigning for the country 
to break free of HU bureaucracy 
— a so-called “ Brexit.”

The decision of Johnson, a 
two-term maj'or who has been 
touted as a possible future prime 
minister, deals a blow to Cam¬ 
eron's hopes of a united front 
ahead of what is expected to 
be a hard-fought referendum. 

“'Ihe last thing 1 wanted was 
to go against David Cameron or 
the government, but aftei'a great 
deal of heartache 1 don't think 


there is anjThing else 1 can do,” 
Johnson told reporters outside 
tus London home. 

So fiin no countr^^ has ever 
left the EU^ and several Euro¬ 
pean countries outside the bloc 
are still working to reform their 
economies and governance nys- 
tems so they can join. 

Cameron made a firm com¬ 
mitment three years ago to give 


voters a simple “in or out" ref 
erendum if he was reflected 
in 2015. He lAias acting to quell 
divisions within his own party, 
which has long had a strong 
vein of anti-Hunope sentiment. 

Johnson's decision was not a 
complete surprise because the 
5l-}ear-old former joumatist has 
for several decades crilidzed the 
growing EU btiFeauctacy, Erst in

his newspaper and magazine 
columns and later from Parlia¬ 
ment and cityr hall. 

Striking likely campaign 
themes, Johnson criticized EU 
courts for taking too active a 
role in British affairs and s^ud 
the entire Europeim project was 
in danger of spinning out of 
‘'proper democratic control.’'' 

The mayor was immediately 
praised by one of the leaders of 
the “leave” campaign who have 
been searching for a charismatic 
figure v»ith miiinstreiuni appeal. 

The prime minister also cau¬ 
tioned that it if Britain pulis out, 
it would lake years to negotiate 
such a deal, since it also needs to 
make sure that British compan¬ 
ies still have access to European 
markets.

While most Germans have 
been welcoming toward refu¬ 
gees, a vocal minoritj^ has staged 


protests in front of refugee 
homes, especially in the east.

Police otdered throe people 
to leave the tiro scene because 
they were hampering firefight¬ 
ers' work and then temporarily 
detained two of them, whom 
they described as intoxicated 
2(>-year-old locals, after they ig^ 
noted the order.

"How can 1 just let these stran¬ 
gers conre utkI liike her awd^^ and 
put her m a morgueT she recalls 
thinking. ■“! do not want anybody 
touching my mom like that." 

She turned to Google and 
found a burgeoning industry. 
More than 50 home funeral dir¬ 
ectors work in North America, 
according to the National Home 
Euneral ALLuuice. including Paslt 
ta MaryMoon, a death midwife 
in Victoria. 

MaryMoon, who co-fbunded 
the Canadian integrative Net¬ 
work for Death Education and 
Alternatives, said much of her 


work is educating people about 
do-it-youiwlf funerals. 

"'it's an old. ancient, forever 
process that we lost in the 20th 
century," she said. 

MaiyMcxm helps people navi¬ 
gate the paperwork required 
when someone dies and teaches 


home-funeral workshops to go 
over the logistics of the service. 

“1 don't have any issues 
around being with dead bod¬ 
ies," she said. “It's really not that 
different than caring for a live 
person." 

Deborah attended one of 
Maiy.Vloon's workshops in Au¬ 
gust 2014 and then convinced 


her family to help plan a home 
funeral fbr Elizabeth, svho died 
the following March at S6. 

Deborah and the family lit 
candles and played music, leav¬ 
ing Elizabeth's body in her room 
where they could sit with her 
and reflecl. 


“You has'e time to grieve," 
Deborah said. “You can gp there 
yourself at two in the mor¬ 
ning and cry or talk to the per¬ 
son."

There's 
overwhelming need for action, and fast but the East African nation is in a far better position to 
handle the challenge now than 30 years ago, when famine and concurrent political instability 
killed about half a million people and ll&ft scars that can still be seen today.

The question at the 
end of Lent should 
not be 'Did I win?' 



It's been almost two weeks. 

Fourteen of 40 days of 
Lent. And I'm not sure I've 
changed. Yet. 

I'm not drinking — a clas¬ 
sic Catholic answer to the 
call to fast or do good deeds 
between Ash Wednesday 
and Easter, in order to pre¬ 
pare Out hearts for JeSus' 
resurrection. But. this year, 
going alcohol-free feels 
more like a money-saving 
endurance test than a true 
Lenten effort. 

Like many, I'd been see¬ 
ing Lent as a kind of extreme 
sport: How long oan I go 
without X? According to 
Google, Catholics are giv¬ 
ing up meat in Ohio, sex 
in California, fried food in 
Kentucky, and Facebook in 
Oregon. 

Each year. I've given up 
booie and figured I was be¬ 
ing observant. 

I was not. 

In church on Ash Wedrtes- 
day, the priest told ua that 
he understands the desire 
to swear things off whole¬ 
sale; He did it himself when 
he was child (no candy). But 
Lent isn't a test, he said; it's 
an opportunity. It's not about 
feats of abstinence — it's 
about feats of growth. 

The question, at the end 
of it all, shouldn't be: Did I 
pass? Or did F win? 

The questions is, 'Have I 
changed?'" the priest said. 

II is odd, or perhaps fit¬ 
ting, that Lent comes soon 
after the new year, a month 
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and a half after most of us 
have taken slock of our lives 
and ourselves. Anyone reli¬ 
gious should be pretty well 
situated, after all that intro¬ 
spective angst, to pinpoiist 
the holes in their faith. 

So, as a Catholic who 
rarely prays, I've decided to 
do it daily. I'm trying to say 
prayers that are hopeful Joy¬ 
ful, expansive (instead of the 
ones about how I'm sinning 
all the time). I'm focusing on 
relationships I find difficult. 
I'm trying to choose, in little 
ways, to help other people. 

So far. I'd give myself a 
solid C-+. 

Which isn't so bad. Be¬ 
ing more loving, more giv¬ 
ing — that is never going to 
be easy. It takes a lot more 
energy and honesty than for¬ 
feiting a beer. 

Ultimately, faith is sup¬ 
posed to bring happiness, 
joy, contentment, Richard 
Rohr, the Franciscan friar, 
wrote "Lent is just magnified 
and intensified life." Which 
makes this practice, this ef¬ 
fort for change, one that 
anyone could, theoretically, 
adopt. 

Not that I'm telling you 
what to do. And not that 
I'm judging other Catholics. 
[That wouldn't be very Chris¬ 
tian.) And while I'm OK with 
my current G+, I'm type-A 
competitive, Though |Ve set 
goals I can't definitively win 
or lose, I couldn't tre more 
desperate for change. Even 
a tiny, little bit.

There was very little atcrount- 
ing for lifestyle and wiuit your 
dream for retirement might 
look like. 

“We've heard nuiny different 
rules of thumb about what the 
right number is for a suctess- 
fut retirementr says Jake Lock- 
hiirt, a tertified fimmoia] plan¬ 
ner with Investment ITanning 
Counsel and Lakeside FinantiELl 
Planning in KelownaK fi.C. “A 
million dollars is a papular 
one. Another number you hear 
bandied around is 70 per cent 
of your pre-retirement income. 
Fact is, there's no magic num- 
ber that suits everyone.'' 

Surrounded by choice 

“We have so many choices 
today when it comes to dis¬ 
cretionary spending in our 
globalized world," says Serena 
Cheng, director of wealth num- 
agement and investment ad¬ 
visor svith Richardson GMT in 
Toronto. "'We also have such 
varied interests. Is it import¬ 


ant for you to eat out? Do you 
love to travel? Are you a serial 
shopper? We've never had the 
choices we have today." 

For this reason, both Lock¬ 
hart and Cheng agree that the 
first step to determining what 
you'll need foryonr retirement 
is to identify ytmr lifestjde pri¬ 
orities. 

"In our process, we ask cli¬ 


ents to spend time analyz¬ 
ing the life they envision for 
themselves in retirement," 
says Lockhart “Lvery^ detail 
is important, from things like 
whether you plan to down¬ 
size from your family home to 
whether you 11 have to travel 
to visit >’our family out of the 
prorince." 

“Once you determine that " 


says Cheng, “you have to fig¬ 
ure out how much money you 
need to put away to al low for 
this lifestyle. If you're unsure, 
give yourself the flexibility of a 
bandVfcTdth so you havne a range. 

“You also factor in cost of liv¬ 
ing — I use three per cent per 
year to be on the safe side. You 
don't know how long you'll 
live, but you have to plan out 


to 95 years plus because people 
are living longer." 

Cel organized 

“You have to make reasonable 
assumptions about the return 
on your assets pre- and post¬ 
retirement," says Lockhart. 
“Before you retire, organize 
your affairs so you're insulated 
should your investments suf¬ 


fer due to an economic down¬ 
turn, which can be especially 
catastrophic early in your re¬ 
tirement. This could mean a 
shift in your investment strat¬ 
egy' and possibly the assumed 
post-retirement rate of return." 

A common strategy is to first 
determine your goal (e.g., to 
retire at 55), then see if you 
have the financial resources 
and strategy to support that. 

“We start with what your 
dreams are for retirement and 
project what it will cost. Then 
we look at airrent saving strat¬ 
egies and assets to see if you're 
on track," says Lockhart. '“If 
there's a financiiil shortfall, von 
have to consider different op¬ 
tions: maybe it's adjusting your 
lifestyle today to save more 
for retirement, working a few 
years longer or changing the 
style of your retirement." 

Crunching the numbers 

Ifyou're thinking this sounds 
pretty complicated, you’re 
right. It’s not enough to do a 
spreadsheet of your expenses 
for your optimum retirement 
lifestyle and try' to assess how 
much that will cost. It's a math¬ 
ematical quagmire that's ex¬ 
tremely complex for most in¬ 
vestors to wade through, es'en 
with siRiry online calculators. 

“I'm not going to say you 
can't figure it out yourself," 
says Cheng, “but financial plan¬ 
ners are equipped to ask the 
right questions and do the cal¬ 
culations to thoroughly project 
what you'll need so you're not 
left short — with too little, 
too late."

YeSt beneath that veil of 
feigned intompetence, and 
even in spite of their wide 
portfolios of extra-turricular 
acthitieSn your kids can — and 
shouid — be doing more work 
around the house. 

“Parents really underesti¬ 
mate what their children can 
do," says Melinda Blau, au¬ 
thor of numerous parenting 
books^ the latest of which is 
family Whispering: J'he Baby 
Whisperer's Common sense 
Strategies for Communicat¬ 
ing and Connecting with the 
People you Love and Making 
Your Whole Family Stronger. 

Even though we may well 
remember mowing the lawn by 
age 9 and making meals by 11. 
today’s time-pressed parents 
tend to be more concerned 
with marshalling their kids 
through homework^ lesso-ns 
and activities. 

But this not only creates an 
imbalance in the household 
responsibilities that fall to the 
grownups^ it also robs our kids 
of the most important know¬ 
ledge we can pass on. 

“The one thing people don't 
do is tell kids how to run a 
household, and that's the one 
thing they're all going to has^e 
to do in their lives." says Elan, 
a Northampton, Mass.-based 
writer. 

“It's the most important 
life skill. Flow do ^xju do laun- 
diy? Htw does food get on the 
table? How does the floor stay 
clean?" 

When all we ever ask of the 
kids is to do their homework 
and practise the piano, we end 
up making domestic duties 
kind of invisible to our kids — 
and establishing a precedent 
that it's the parents' job to take 
care of everything else. It's no 
wonder then that so many of

them leave for university with 
little clue how to look after 
themselves. 

Blau suggests we shift our 
focus away from the ptirent- 
child relationship and instead 
put an emphasis on the family 
as a whole, involving the kids 
in all aspects of family life. 
This creates an investment in 
the well-being of the family 
unit, she says. 

Rather than presenting 
domestic responsibilities as 
chores, we should instead talk 
about roles. 

The problem with chores is 
that we greet those with an 


“assignment mentality," says 
Blau. ■'It's far better that kids 
step into a role than parents 
assign chores." 

“Eveiy house needs a vac- 
uumeiv a cook, a sweeper, a 
pet feeder as well as a sous 
chef,” says Blau. 

She advocates discussing 
these roles at frequent family 


“check-ins” — a term she 
prefers to the more ominous 
sounding “"family meeting.” 

“You make them aware of 
all these things and that, since 
we're all part of the family, 
we're all going to do those 
jobs.” 

Then based on age and inter¬ 
est, the family decides together 


who will fill each role. 

Let's say a child needs a re¬ 
minder to take care of some¬ 
thing that's become their duty 
— like feed the cal, for in¬ 
stance. “InsteEid of saying. “Hey, 
you didn't do j'our chore,” you 
say. 'Ruffy looks hungryc' You 
give them the chance not to 
be wrong. 

“All of the jobs that are 
required in a household are 
things that kids can do to vary¬ 
ing degrees if we let them try.

There were affriirs, beheadings and a grand 
total of six wives for Henry VIJl wfoo —amid the 
chaos of his los^e life — started a new church, 
packed on the pounds, then kicked the bucket at the age of 55. 

The portly king could have avoided the whole mess with a 
wedding lease, perhaps. 

According to some legal and economic experts, shoit-tenn 
marriage contracts should be another option for couples, along¬ 
side traditional lifelong marriage. Divorce rales are rising, thejr 
argue, so why not make splitting up a little easier/ 

“When you have this short-term marriage, you get a 
fresh start again/ says francebased economist Stefania 
Marcassa, who has written about the economics of 
short-term marriage contracts. It's an area that has 
surprisingly receh'ed little interest so far, she says. 
But throughout history, people ha%'e tossed 
around similar concepts. British philosopher 
Jeremy Bentham Vimle about short-term mar¬ 
riages ill the late 1700s, and politicians in 
a few regions — inchiding Germany and 
Mexico Cily — have proposed short-term 
marriages, for ivt'o years and ses^en years, 
respectively. 

“My view is that* economically, it 
would make sense to have other forms 
of marriage contracts," say's Marcassa, 
an assistant professor of economics at 
Dniversite de Cergy-Eontoise. 

“In miiny countries, the cost of divorce 
is pretty hi^," Marcassit continues* add¬ 
ing* “Why do v'ou have to waste money, 
if you can just decide to write it up before 
you gel married^

So how would a 
“wedlease" work^ Two 
people commit them¬

They could renew the 
lease at the end of the term as 
many times as they want, or if 
it goes sour, there's a clean split. 

Veronique Laliberte* a notary 
in Gatineau, Que., wrote about 
a similar concept while doing 
her master's degree in law. At 
the end of a short-term marriage 
contract, she says couples could 
has^e three options. 

“One would he a marrLage 
for life, like it is right now*" she 
says. “The second one is to do a 
new contract for another fis'e 
years. And the third option is 
to get divorced (based on) what 
you put into ynur contract at the 
beginning.’' 

Laliberte hopes short-term 
contracts will one day be a real 
option in. Qinada, since so many 
people are scared of, or don't 
fully understand* the notion of 
a lifelong marriage.
